tioned. Mrs. Logan thought Washington could, j 
The city traffic department liked .the idea

agreed to back up the corps and to give instruc- 
tions. 


The plan was first tried out at the Wilson Nor- 


mal School, where the pupils are children in the 
first four grades nad. in the kindergarten. These 
youngsters, practically ail under 10 years, hav<> 
had dangerous routes to travel. .Ocar line runs on 
one side, of the school and two other lines run par- 
allel with this;, two and three blocks away. • 


Mrs. Logan regarded the street car crossing by
